Sgt. John Plotczyk 


The Press in itseissue of Janu- 
ary 28th published the account of 
the award to Sgt, Jchn A. Plot- 
czyk of an Air Medal and four 
bronze leaf clusters for hig meri- 
torious services with a “bomber 
squadron” in downing several Jap 
“zeros”, somewhere in the “south 
west Pacific’. The day of the 
publication was marked by the re- 


ceipt of a letter by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Plotczyk, 
frmo him, in which he enclosed a 
photograph of himself being deco- 
rated with the medal by one of 
the officers commanding. It is our 
privilege to present this picture 
in our columns wf this issue so 
that his many friends here may 
have the enjcyment of the award 
being made in the distant lands 
of the sea. The photo is inscribed 
“ot mother nad dad from John”. 
The letter received was mostly 
personal and contained but little 
reference to war experiences.

Sgt. Plotczyk Rescued 


From Guadalcanal came a press 
dispatch last Saturday stating that 
an Army Liberator, bomber, which 
had participated in a raid cn the 
Lakunai airdrome at Rabaul on 
January 24th had lost its way in 
bad weather on its return and had 
gone down at sea. Skillful handl- 
ing saved the lives of its crew 
members and among them was 
Sgt. John A. Plotezyk of this town 
who was serving as assistant en- 
gineer. Lt. H. M. Hayden of Et- 
na, Calif. was the pilot and he 
handled the big B 24 expertly in 
the emergency landing in the 
rough water. A few of the crew- 
men were injured slightly but all 
were picked up by a rescue ship 
a few hours later. The navigator
